H. E. Barnard Considers Recom- 


mending Amendment Making Em- 


Employment Compulsory. 


NOT DEEMED NECESSARY HERE 


Although John ^T. Willett, a special 


deputy from thex>ffiee of the State 
weight and measures commission, H. 
E. Barnard, has spent three months 
visiting boards of county commis- 
sioners to induce them to employ 
county sealers, as provided in the 
weights and measures act of 
1911, 


only one board, that of Lagrange 
county, has' made any effort to em- 
ploy such sealer. Oilier boards vis- 
ited by Mr. Willett said they did not 
believe the expense of a sealer would 
be justified. 
\ 


As a result of the refusal, Mr. 


Barnard is considering the proposal 
of an amendment to the act to com- 
pel commissioners to employ snch 
sealers, as is now done in some other 
States. Under the present law, the 
employment is optional with the com- 
missioners. Until-the counties em- 
ploy snch sealers, in order to get at 
berry growers, dairymen, fruit pack- 
ers, etc., ^fr.> Barnard said the ques- 
tion of proper, weights and measures 
would not be properly solved. ;-

Not Only Does the Clause Giving Free 


Tolls to American Ship* Remain in 
the Bill, but a Further Provision Re- 
quiring Railroad* to Dispose of 
Their Steamship Line Holdings Is. 
Made a Part of the New Legislation. 


Washington, Aug. 10.—By a vote of 


47 to 15, the senate passed the Pan- 
ama canal bill. The bill as it emerges 
from the senate not only disregards 
Great Britain's protest against free 
tolls for American ships, but contains 
radical legislation affecting several of 
the big railroad systems of the coun- 
try. 


The bill will compel the divorce- 


ment by the Southern Pacific Railroad 
company of Its steamship' lines, if 
these boats are to go through the Pan- 
ama canal. The Southern Pacific has 
millions of dollars invested In ship- 
ping and has been making plans for 
an expansion along this line with the 
opening of the great waterway on the 
isthmus. 


Further, 
the 
legislation 
which 


emerges from the senate puts in Jeop- 
ardy the New Haven road's" extensive 
holdings in coastwise lines and the 
holdings of the New York Central and 
other roads in shipping on the great 
lakes. 
Many millions of dollars are 


invested by the New Haven in the 
lines which ply up and down Long 
Island sound. 
President Mellen of 


that road has testified that it would be 
Impossible to dispose of these lines 
under favorable conditions. The in- 
terests of the railroads in the lake 
shipping is almost as extensive. 


The Panama canal bill as it came 


from the house contained a prohibi- 
tion against the ownership or control 
by any railroad of a steamship line 
and fixed July 1, 1914, as the date on 
which this control should have passefl 
absolutely irom .the railroads. 
The 


senate modified this house provision 
so that it would apply only to chips 
"operated through the Panama canal." 


In lieu of the flat prohibition which 


the house had against all /ownership 
the senate also adopted an amendment 
empowering the inter-state commerce 
commission to determine on its own 
motion whether the ownership by any 
rallroad of. a steamship line was pre- 
judicial to the public interests and to 
compel if necessary the divesiting oi 
the steamship holdings. 


The hill also retains an amendment 


admitting 
foreign-built 
vessels 
to 


American registry in the event that 
these vessels are owned by Americana. 
This amendment opens the shipyards 
of the world to Americans and 
amounts to free trade in ships. 


Senators Root and Lodge, who are 


firmly of the opinion that the granting 
of free tolls to American ships consti- 
tutes a violation of the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, made a final effort to have 
these amendments stricken from the 
bill. They failed. 
The amendment 


granting free tolls to vessels of Amer- 
ican register engaged in foreign trade 
was adopted by a vote of 33 to 29. 
The owners of the vessels. In order to 
enjoy this pjfvilege, however, are 
obliged to agree that such vessels 
may be taken by the United States in 
time of war or other public emergency 
on payment of the fair, actual value. 


The bill provides for a one-man gov- 


ernment of the canal zone. The presi- 
dent is authorized to discontinue the 
Isthmian canal commission and to ap- 
point a governor and such other per- 
sons as he may deem competent to dis- 
charge the duties in connection with 
the government and protection of the 
zone. The term of office of the gov- 
ernor shall be for four years at $10,000 
a year. The president also is author- 
ised to prescribe and change the tolls 
to be levied by the government for the 
use of the canal. When based on net 
registered tonnage for ships of com- 
merce the toll is fixed at $1.25 per ton. 


The bill as it leaves the senate is 


substantially the one which came from 
the house,'with the exception of the 
modification of the prohibition against 
railroads owning steamship lines. The 
boose will probably accept the senate 
amendments and the president will ap- 
prove the bill. ..

The injured per- 
sons were bandaged and brought 
back to this city to be cared for until 
relief trains could ;be secured over the 
Mobile & Ohio. Nearly all the pas- 
sengers were enroute to St. Louis. 
Several of the trainmen are among 
those badly injured.

Ex- 
President Simon, who is one of the 
exiles, will possibly try to effect a 
landing on Haytien soil, although it is 
known that the new president, General 
Tancrede Angusto, has no liking for 
him, Simon having once put General 
Augusto in prison. The local govern- 
ment is watching the sltaution keenly 
in order to nip in thejbud any attempt 
to organize a revolt here.

Washington, Aug. 10.—Secretary ot 


the Interior Fisher has recommended 
to congress the passage of legislation 
that will enable cities to obtain and 
operate their own coal mines by gift 
of the government. Cities in Colora- 
do, Utah, Wyoming,. Montana, Idaho 
and other states west of the Missouri 
river would be vitally affected by the 
proposed legislation. Secretary Fish- 
er believes cities situated in public 
land states that contain government 
coal lands, des.iring to mine coal and 
supply municipal needs and the needs 
of their citizens should be given lim- 
ited areas of government coal lands, 
provided only that the coal be. mined 
and disposed of under proper regula- 
tions.

Apple Show Commission Selects Of- 


ficial Package Which is Better 


Than Old Barrd. 


BOXES SHOULD BE STANDARD 


The Indiana Apple 'Show •Commis- 


sion has decided on the standard ap- 
ple box as the official package for 
the 1912 show -which is to be held in 
Indianapolis November 13-19. 
This 


package is best adapted to fancjr 
fruit and makes a much better show- 
ing than does the old fashioned bar- 
rell. The standard apple box is 18 
inches long, 11% inches wide and 


% inches deep—all inside meas- 


urements. It will contain, when prop- 
erly packed, 2,176 cubic inches, or 
26 cubic inches more than one bushel. 


Prof. C. G. ,Woodbury, secretary 


of the show says: "Great care should 
be exercised by the orchardist when 
buying shipping packages. 
Evety 


bos should be -of standard size and 
made of good;: first class material 
The ends should be % inches thick 
and all of one* piece. The sides should 
also be cut from one piece and are 


inches in thickness. The tops and 


bottoms should be in two 
pieces 


should1 be only 14 Inch in thickness. 
The, tops and bottoms-are held in 
place by narrow cleats nailed across 
either side. Boxes made of such ma- 
terial are light, attractive and yet 
sufficiently strong to bear shipping. 
The solid sides hold the fruit firm 
and prevents slipping in the pack. 
The thinner tops and bottoms give 
and act as a spring which tends to 
always keep the apples tightly held 
in place. Boxes should always be 
laid on the side so as to prevent any 
injury to the fruit in the bulge."

Company of Indianapolis. The firm

Effect of Electricity bn Animals. 


Scientists have for gome years been 


experimenting on the effects of elec- 
tricity on crops, but the latest develop- 
ment is the report of the\xperiments 
of Prof. Silas Wentworth bn the i ef- 
fects of electricity i on animals in Cali- 
fornia. A flock of 2,000 sheep was di- 
vided—one-half 
being placed under 


the power wires of an electric wire 
company and the remainder removed 
from the electrical area. The Influence 
of the electricity is well shown in the 
fact that the sheep thus specially lo- 
cated produced an average of a frac- 
tion over two lambs each, while the 
ewes living in normal conditions yield- 
ed an average of less than one lamb 
each. The, fleeces of the electricity 
treated sheep were also 80 per cent 
heavier than those of the others.
